ANNUAL  RETORT  OE  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH  FOR  THE  YEAR  1959. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for  the 

year  1959. 


The  population  has  increased  by  40  in  comparison  to 
the  previous  year,  when  it  decreased  by  60  against  the  1956  figure. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  has  again  increased  by 
7,  making  a total  of  857.  The  number  of  Council  owned  houses  rose 
by  4 making  a total  of  172,  the  Rateable  Value  and  Penny  Rate  rising 
correspond ingly. 

There  was  also  an  increase  in  the  Birth  Rate  by  25,  the 
highest  rise  since  1953,  while  no  illegitimate  birth  was  registered. 

One  Stillbirth  was  recorded. 

The  Death  Rate  again  rose  by  three,  yet  this  is  lower 
than  it  was  three  years  ago  when  the  total  figure  was  42.  There 
was  again  no  Maternal  Death,  but  two  infants  under  the  age  of  one 
year  did  die.  The  main  causes  of  death  in  the  district,  (females 
being  more  prominent),  was  again  due  to  Heart  diseases,  followed 
equally  by  strokes  and  cancer,  the  latter  increased  by  three.  There 
was  one  death  recorded  due  to  suicide. 

Of  the  notifiable  diseases,  4 cases  of  tuberculosis 
occurred,  an  increase  of  2 compared  to  1956,  1957  and  1958  -all 
being  adults,  the  eldest  being  72  years  old.  No  tuberculosis  was 
recorded  amongst  infants  or  young  adults.  There  were  fourteen 
cases  of  measles  against  57  during  1958.  Only  one  case  of  Scarlet 
Eevor  occurred  and  no  case  of  dysentery  -nor  p-neu.  onia'weh'e -rec'0'3?d'e'4 , 
this  being  much^more  favourable  than  during  1958  when  6. scarlet  „ - 
fevers,  5 dysent^y  and  1 pneumonia  were  recorded.  Again  no 
paratyphoid,  diphtheria  or  poliomyelitis  occurred  during  1959. 

The  number  vaccinated  against  smallpox  increased . and 
there  was  even  a greater  increase  in  the  number  immunised  against 
diphtheria  and  whooping  cough.  Such  a satisfactory  level  is. due 
to  the  co-operation  and  foresight  of  parents  within .^he  district, 
accepting  such  preventative  measures  against  these  infectious 
diseases. 


The  health  in  general  within  the  district  was  .1 
satisfactory  and  appreciation  is  felt  for  the  excellent  work  and 
co-operation  of  all  General  Practitioners. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector's  report  on  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  district  is  satisfactory  and  he  is. to  be  compliment? 
for  industrious  foresight  and  regular  and  frequent  inspections. 

The  drainage  and  sewage  disposal  arrangements  and  proposals  are 
satisfactory  and  commendable. 

In  conclusion,  I thank  the  Clerk,  Public  Health  Inspect? 
other  Council  Officials  end  staff  for  their  co-operation,  and  you 
Mr,  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  your  interest.

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 


These  services  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  by  General 
Practitioners  in  the  district.  The  following  figures  are  quoted  by  the  courtesy 
of  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox . 

A total  number  of  19  children  were  vaccinated  for  the  first  time 
during  the  year,  and  7 others  were  re-vaccinated. 
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Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis . 

B.C.G.  vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  Chest  Physician  in 
collaboration  with  the  County  Medical  Officer  and  his  staff.  The  scheme 
provides  for  the  vaccination  of  new-born  infants  born  into  tuberculous 
households  and  of  tuberculin  negative  contacts  of  known  cases.  During 
1959*  5 such  vaccinations  were  carried  out  in  the  district. 

Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  Immunisation . 

A total  number  of  35  children  were  immunised  against  diphtheria 
during  the  year,  and  26  were  immunised  against  whooping  cough.
